It is generally reported here, that he has de- 
tached about 20 Battalions, and as many Squadrons, fo 
the Coaft of Britany, and was upon the Point of putting 
thé reft of his Army into Winter Quarters, Some _pri- 
vate Letters from Paris of the 14th give an Account, that 
the Englith, Troops on the Coaft of Britany were reim- 
barked ; others mention their being {till upon Land, and 
that they had propofed to have reimbarked upon the gth, 
but being prevented by contrary Winds, had intrenched 
themfelyes againft the Gardes Cotes and the Peafants, 
Thefe, Letters fay, that the Englith had not entred 1’O- 
rient at, all, but,had plundered al] the Villages there- 
abouts, . The Account publifhed by the French Court 
of the Defcent in Britany, is as follows: i 

Upon the roth twaCouriers arrived from Britany, with 
an Account, thatthe Englith Troops which had made a 
Defcent nearl’Orient, reimbarked upon the 7th at Night, 
having firft pillaged four, Villages, fome Cottages and 
Farms, from whence they took all the Provifions they 
could meet with. They left behind them four Pieces of 


Cannon and one Mortar, Which they could not carry off,. 


finding themfelyes prefled by the Militia of the Province. 
It.is to be feared that-this Fleet, having reviétualled in 
this Defcent, may make another elfewhere, or bombard 
fome Towns where no Defence can be made, 

By other Accounts from Paris we have Advice, that 
the French King had publifhed a general Order for im- 








prifoning all the Englith Subje&tstin that Kingdom who 
were not provided with Paflports, and that fome Englifh 
Gentlemen had been thereupon feized and committed to 
the Baftile. On the goth of laft Month the King of Sar- 
dinia lay at Bordilera, within a League of Ventimiglia.

The following Letter was written by 
Genera! Ligonier to the Earl of Sandwich at Breda, from 
the Camp at Leffler, Oct. 1. 


MY LORD, 

For fear the Relation, which the French may publith 
of what pafled Yc¢fterday, thould’ make too:great Impref- 
fion, I would not, though on a Marct, mifs the Pott, 
in communicating to your Excellency, that Marthal 
Saxe Yefterday attacked our Army on the Side of the 
left Wing, where the Datch, after a long Refiftance, and 
after behaving extreinely well, were obliged to yield to 
faperior Numbers, Three Villages, occupied by eight 

Battalions, Englith, Hanoverians and Heflians, being at- 
tacked by 54 Battalions of French, and after repulting 
¢hem twice, were in their Turn forced to give Way, 

but the Englifh eget & had allt along the Advantage. I 

think that properly fpeaking, this A ftiir cannot be called 

a Battle, ie I doubt if the third of our Army was engag- 

ed. The,Caunonading was terrible for about two Hours; 

I took upon our Lofs to be between 4 and sooo, and 

that of the French double the Number. The Army re- 

tired in the beft Order that could be. As we fufpedted the 

Town of Liege to be betrayed to the Enemy, it was im- 

poffible for us toremainin our Camp. My Letter is 

written in great Hatte. 
I have the Honour to be, &c. 

Mr. Cooke, Sir John’s Secretary, accompanied the 
General’s Letter withapother, which takes notice of the 
fame principal Perfons killed and wounded that are men- 
tioned in the Gazctte, fays, that the Gencral was oblig- 
ed to write upon a Pallifade, for want of other Conve- 
niency, and that their next Camp was to be inthe Plains 
of Maeilrichte. 

Once of the Dutch Officers in a Letter exprefles him- 
felf thus, 

* The Affair that we had Yefterday with the French, 
began in the Evening. Th: Fire which the Enemy 
made upon us from their masked Batteries and other- 
wife, was one of the molt terrible ever feen, and it 
looked af if Hell had opened her Mouth, to fwallow 
us up. AsI was of the Rear-gaard, and among the 
hindermoft of my Troop, iui retiring ‘tom the Field of 
Battle, itis a Miracle I efcaped. As the Stragglers 
come in, we hope to make fome Abatement in the 
* Number fiid to be loft.

From the London Evening Poft, O@. 11. . 

Port Louis, OF. 4. Tie Englith Fleet anchored the rf 

_at a little Diftance from this Place, after having cruifed 
two or three Days along the Coalt, The fame Day a 
Body of about 7000 Men landed at a Place called Poldue, 
and took Poitthere. “The next Day the Troops march- 
ed to Quimperlin, and this Day they came to Plyniur, 
which is but half a League from Port?’Orient, where they 
entrenched themielves. The Englith exaét large Cons 
tributions, and have fet Fire to two Villages which have 
not readily complied with their Demands. The whole 
Province of Britany is in Arms, and "tis reckoned that 
there are already near 20,000 Men affembled ; fo that 
we hope the Enemy will foon be obliged to retire. 

Paris, O02. 10. We have juft learned, by the Arriyat 
of an Exprefs from Britany, that Port ]’Orient furrender’d 
to the Englith on the sth, and that the Garrifon retired'to 
Port Louis. °Tis added, that the E:icemy had fummon- 
ed the Governor of this laft Placé to furrender, who an- 
{wered, That if he received no Succours in twenty four 
Hours time, he fhould be difpofedto capitulate ; that af- 
this ime had clapied, the Governor offered to evacuate 
the Place ; but the Conditions which he had propofed 
having becn rejected by the Engl"th, they continved to 
attack the Port. *Tis affured that the fame Exprefs his 
brought Advice, that regalar Troops ‘and Militia’ werd 
marching from divers Places, and thatif Port Louis could 
but defend itt if tor a few Days, there was the utmoft 
Reafun to hope thatthe En.my woutd be’ obliged to ab- 
andon their Pancrprize. 

The Jait Letters from Province advife, That the Mar- 
fha] Maillebois, who commanded the Rear-Guard of 
the Army, was the 2sth of laft Mouth at Vintimilla ; and 
that the Army of the King of Sardinia was then. not above 
a League from that Place. 

Bruffels, O8 . 13. The Marquefs d’Armentiere pafs’d 
by this Place in his Way to Fontainbleau, to carry the 
King the News of abloady A@.on which was fovght 





the Dey before near Liege, between the Army of Mar- 
fhal Saxe and that_ of the Allies, and that the Troops of 


the King had ga'n’d the Vitory. No other Particulars 
are as yet publith’d of this Action, but that the Abiics 
had been forced from their Entrenchments; thar the 
Hinoverian, Dutch and Heffian Fsoops had lofta great 
miny People ; that thy Fight continuyd til! Night; and 
that the Eucmy, taking Advantage thereof, retired to. 
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aeftricht, where they pafs’d the Maefe. The Lofs of 
Allies is faid to amount to between 4 and sooo Men, 
befides thofe taken Prifoners ; that of the French is faid 
to be much lefs ; the Marquis de Fenelon, Lieutenant 
General, and herctofore Ambaffador from France at the 
Hague is killed. Several Pieces of Canon, eleven Pair 
of Colours, and two Standards have been taken from the 


Enemy.

Extrod of a Lettcr froma French Uphcer from the Field 

of Bettie near Liege, OF. 1. 

The Day before Yetterday the Army marched from 
Tongres, and encamped within a League of the Enemy. 
Yefterday Morning we continued our March, aud ad- 
vanced within Cannon Shot of the Allies. The Canno- 
nading begun about Noun, and about two we attacked 
three Villages in the Front of their Army, where their 
beft liifaniry, were polud, They were forced with great 
Lof$ on both Sides, but after our becoming Mafters of 
thefe Villages, the whole Front of the Allies began to 
give Way; we followed them till it was Night, and we 
are informed they have pafied the Meufe. We have loft, 
it is faid 2000, and the Enemy sooo Men. W etook agreat 
many Prifoners, and amongtt them a Prince of Heffe. 
The Marquis ae Fenclon, tormerly Ambaffador at the 
Hague, was killed in this A@ion. This Moment (at 
ten inthe Morning) we havé Orders to retire to our 
old Camp at Tongres, as it faid for Want of Forage.

David Murray defired the Court to. contider his Youth, 





and recommend him to his Majefty’s Mercy. Capt. Ha- 
milton, and almoft all the rett of the Prifoners, did like- 
wife defire to be recommended to his Majefty for Mer- 
cy: After which the Lord Chief Baron, in a fhort but 
moving Speech, pafied Sentence of Death upon them al- 
together. They veingtaken away, the Court proceeded 
upon the Trials of the following Rebels, viz. Duncan 
Stuart, Alexander Scot, William Scot, Daniel Duff and 
David Wilkie, who were all found guilty ; but the two 
lait, on account of their Youth, ana fome other favou ~ 
able Circumftances, were recommended by the Jury to 
Mercy. Edmond Clavering, William Hay, William 
Farrier, Angus Campbell, and Daniel Frafer, pleaded 
Guilty. Lewis Soure was acquitted. It appeared-apon 
the Trial of Jelins that he came over a Servant ¢0 General 
Swartzenburgh’s Aid de Camp, in the Dutth Service ; 
and com/ng peaceably over as a Friesid, had the Prote&ti- 
on of the Englith Laws, by which he. acquired a local 
Allegiance, and was-therefore liable to the Punifhment 
of a ‘Traitor. . 

The Trials being over;, the Lord Chief Baron, the o- 
ther three Judges being prefent, proceeded to pafs Sen- 
tence upon 23 Perfons: So that in the whole 70 of thefe 
indi€ted have been convisted, and five acquitted,
